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NOTES FROM THE DIRECTOR-- 


This play is based upon the book of the same name, 
which is a collection of poems and drawings by children 
who lived In Terezin Concentration Camp from 1942 to 
1944. The title comes from a poem written by a young 


Jewish boy, Pavel Friedmann, who was deported to Terezin 
In 1942 and dled in Oswiecim In 1944. In the epilogue 
of this remarkable book, Jiri Weil writes, 

"'Terezin was meant to be a camp which foreigners 
could be shown, and it was termed a ghetto. Everything 
in thts small town was false, Invented; every one of Its 
inhabitants was condemned In advance to dle. 

But the children who were brought here knew nothina 
of death, of gas chambers and ovens. They came from 
places where they had already known humiliation; they hai 
been expelled from the schools. They had sewn stars on 
their jackets and blouses, and were only allowed to play 
In cemeteries. From the age of fourteen, they had to work 
to llve the Il fe of an adult. The smaller ones acted out 
thelr falry tales and even children's operas. Secretly, 
they studled and drew pictures. 

The children saw everything that grown-ups saw. They 
saw the funeral carts used to carry bread and the human 
beings harnessed to pull them. They saw the Inflrmarles 
which seemed |Ike a paradise to them and funerals which 
were only a gathering-up of coffins. They saw executions 
too and were perhaps the only children In the world who 
captured them with pencl|! and paper. But the children 
saw too what the grown-ups didn't want to see-- the 
beauties beyond the village gates, the green meadows 
and the bluish hills, the ribbon of highway reaching off 
Into the distance and imagined road marker pointing 
toward Prague, the animals, the birds, the butterflles-- 
all this was beyond the village walls and they could 
only look at it from afar, from the barracks windows 
and from the ramparts of the fort. All this they drew 
and palnted and many other things besides; they loved to 
paint and draw. 

But when they wrote poems, It was something else 
again. Here one finds words about ''painful Terezin'', 
about "the little girl who got lost''. These told of 
longings to go away somewhere where there are kinder 
people, there was a "longing for home'' and fear. Yes, 
fear came to them and they could tell of It In thelr 
poems, knowlng that they were condemned. Perhaps they 
knew It better than the adults. 
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There were fifteen hundred of them and one hundred 
came back. The drawings and the poems--that Is all that 
Is left of these children, for their ashes have long 
since sifted across the fields around Oswiecim. Of those 
who signed their names, it has been possible to find out 
a few facts; the year and the place of their birth, the 
number of their transport to Terezin and to Oswiecim and 
then the year of their death. For most of them, it was 
1944, the next to the last year of World War II. 

But their poems still speak to us; these are their 
voices which have been preserved, voices of reminder, of 
truth and of hope. These drawings and poems were 
published to honor the memory of those who created these 
colors and these words. That's the way these children 
Probably would have wanted it when death overtook them."'

Every ten years each 
schoolin Virginia under- 
goes a two year self- 
study and evaluation 
process to determine 
compliance with the 
standards established 
by the State Board of 
Education and South- 
ern Association of Col- 
leges and Schools. This 
process gives schools 
accreditation which 
validates the diplomas 
awarded by these 
schools and avoids cen- 
sure by the state. 
This study is a com- 
prehensive look at 
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‘Superior’ 


strengths and weak- 
nesses of every aspect 
of the school, including 
the community. Recom- 
mendations are made 
by school personnel for 
improvement. All stan- 
dards listed by the state 
are evaluated including 
such requirements as: 
secondary teachers 
shall teach no more 
than 750 student per- 
iods per week; howev- 
er, physical education 
and music teachers 
may teach 1000 stu- 
dent periods per week, 

The actual evalua- 


tion of the school’s ef- 
forts is conducted by a 
committee of educa- 
tors from around the 
state and from the state 
department. This group 
is called the visiting 
committee, and it issues 
a separate listing of 
strengths and weak- 
nesses and recommen- 
dations that may or 
may not be the same as 
those identified by the 
school They then rec- 
ommend accredation 
of the school.
